In considering the principles upon which 
rates should be adjusted, we must start out 
with three propositions: 

ist. That a road favorably located and with 
a fair traffic, should have its rates so adjusted 
as to pay for its maintenance, a fair return to 
the peuple who have spent their money to 
build it. and a sufficient surpiats to insure 
average returns, andl Muprove the property 
that its facilities may keep apace with the 
constantly increasing demands upon it. 

94. Thata railroad has no source of revenue 
but that which it receives for transportation. 
It produces nothing; it is @ sorvant to com- 
merce, and commerce must he made to con- 
tribute the hire which I believe it is conceded 
the servant is worthy of. The traffic that 
masses over a road must be made to bear the 
Eade n of maintainance and co. npensation to 
investors. Those sections of country 

offered a reasonable prospect of 
traffic enough to accomplish this, 
supplied with railroad: fa- 

the faith of the state 
that they would be allowed to as- 
sess and collect it. Those sections 
country s6 sparsely settled that they do not 
offer such a promise have not secured them, 
except when defective judgmet it in the in- 

Vestors have led them into the error of con- 
siructing a railway through a country too 
poor to support it. and in all such cases the 
Sunvestors have paid the usual penalty. The 
nme through which the road passes have 
not been the sufferers, and cannot be, even 
should the rutes on such a road be so high as 
not to be below the cost of wagon transporta- 
tion; in other words, if mistaken judgment 
has caused the expenditure of money to build 
a road through a country too poor to support 
it, it would have an equity and moral right to 
charge iis high rates as it could get to enable 
: its property without further 
cost to the investors who are deriving no ben- 
efits. And even were the rates so high as to 
afford no economy in the transportation of 
the section through which it runs, the com- 
munity would be no worse off than had the 
road never been built, and it ought not to 
have been in a country unable to sustain it.

face, ‘When they get there, it will be found 
that by far the greatest obstacle in the way of 
adjustme nt, is that some methoa cannot be 
found that will give each community the ad- 
vantage over. all other communities, ‘and each 
individual the advantage over all other indi- 
viduals; that we cannot make the competitive 
points believe their rates are sufficiently lower 
than the local stations, or the local stations 
believe they are not too much lower. 

The railroads being the machinery, the 
lever power, by which ‘the advante wes were to 
be lost or gained, by which relative values 
were to he maintained or destroyed, it is easy 


to conceive that the managers of railways had- 
‘Haute, 


no easy task to guide their companies clear of 
censure between these contending communi- 
ties. 


In my opinion, the time must come when | 


these difficulties will be better understood, 
Some principles established under which it 
can be known what are evils and what are 
not; what inequalities can be renvedied, and 
those which of necessity must be borne with. 

This mediation of the state must event- 
ually result in aequitting the roads from many 
of the charges which have in the past held 
against them as evidences of wanton mis- 
managenrent. 

I do not think the law in its present shape 
will do all this;-it is defective in its ruling 
principle. In many of its features it is de- 
lective. It works with too much friction to 
secure the highest good; and while this may 
not yet be sufficiently demonstrated to con- 
vince the general assembly of the advisability 
of altering it, [ am firm in the conviction 
that they will in time do so, and till then re- 
jectall special amendments originating in 
the interest of this or that community 
or section, which if begun can but result 
in inviting appeals before this and every fu- 
ture legislature from every section of the state; 
each hoping to secure those special benefits 
Which they have heretofore failed to obtain 
from the railroads, and later from the com- 
mission. Notonly appeals from those seek- 
ing advantages for their section, but counter 
appeals from those who are thrown on the de- 
fensive by the encroachments of their rivals. 

If such a policy were followed up it could 
but result in a law so patehed and cobbled as 
to be utterly worthless if not oppressive on all 
interests alike. 

[eannot doubt that, when any change is 
made in the law, it will be of a general char- 
acter—perfecting it as a whole—removing bad 
features and incorporating better ones. 

1 regret my limited time will not permit 
me to discuss at length the other feature. of 
the bill—that of authorizing the commission 
to make joint rates over two or more roads in 
addition to the powers already delegated to 
them to make just and reasonable rates for 
each road in the state. It strikes me as a 
little peculiar that one bill should cover these 
two points—th it is, one pi irt of the 
law authorizes the commission to make joint 
rates over any two or more roads in the state, 
and the other part of the bill prohibits their 
doing so in the case of certain roads that hap- 
pens to be operated under and the very 
roads there excepted are the special roads of
